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Remarks 

I. Introduction 

Claims 33-51 1 are currently pending in the present application. Claims 33, 37, 41-42, 44, 
46-47, 49, and 51 are independent. Claims 47-51 have been withdrawn from consideration by the 
Examiner pursuant to a restriction requirement. 

All pending claims remaining for consideration (claims 33-46) stand solely rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
US2005/0054420 (hereinafter "Cregan") in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
US2004/0224769 (hereinafter "Hansen"). 

Upon entry of this amendment, which is respectfully requested, claims 47-51, which have 
been withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner, will be cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. No new matter is believed to be introduced by this amendment. 

Applicants hereby respectfully request reexamination and reconsideration of the pending 
claims in light of the amendments and remarks provided herein and in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
§1.112. 

II. The Examiner's Rejections 

A. 35 U.S.C. §103(a) Rejections - Cregan , Hansen 

All pending claims remaining for consideration (claims 33-46) stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being allegedly unpatentable over Cregan in view of Hansen . 

Applicants respectfully note that the effective filing date of the present application is at 
least as early as October 10, 2003, the filing date of U.S. Provisional Patent Application Serial 
No. 60/417,687, to which the present application claims benefit and priority. Applicants further 
respectfully note that neither Cregan nor Hansen pre-date October 10, 2003 and thus neither 
Cregan nor Hansen constitute proper prior art. 

At least for this reason, the present and sole ground for rejection of claims 33-46 is 
invalid and must be withdrawn.
